Headline issues of the forthcom- 
ing legislative session run the ga- | 
mut of relief, reapportionment, un- 
employment insurance, labor leg- 
islation, prison reform, national de- 
fense, regulatory acts applying to 
agriculture, business and industry 
important changes in the motor ve- 
hicle code and sundry other sub- 
jects which, when translated into 
human terms, have a vital bearing | 
on the life and welfare of nearly 
every citizen. 

But regardless of the question at 
issue, the most urgent in the Legis- | 
lature—and among the people back 
home. whose attitude will influence | 
the legislature—is the need for tol- 
erance and understanding of the 
other fellow’s problems, the need for 
reasonableness and unselfishness, so 
that the public good may be made 
the primary consideration in coping ! 
with every problem which may be 
presented. That, at first glance. may 
seem like a Utopian desire. improb- 
able of fulfilment, but both Cali- } 
fornia and the Nation—if they con- | 
Sider thoughtfully the disasters 
which have overtaken other peo- 
ples, and the desperate need for aj; 
new patriotism here which rises | 
above personal gain or personal ad- 
vantage—can and must make that 
desire a reality. 

The problem of relief for the des- | 
titute, for example. should and must | 
be approached with the thought of 
providing for those who can’t pro- 
vide for themselves, efficiently and 
practically, with the least possible 
drain on those who foot the bill. But: 
more than that, the whole program 
must be designed to get men off re- 
lief—and into prideful private em- 
ployment—as rapidly as possible. | 

The economy bloc in the Legisla- | 
ture, by its demands that political 
influence, radicalism and favoritism 
be cut to the bone—has saved Cal- 
ifornia taxpayers untold millions 
during the past two years. At the 
forthcoming session, it is probable 
that a bill will be pressed to return 
relief administration to the coun- 
ties—and that bill should be con- 
sidered, not politically, but on its 
merits. If it will help both the needy 
and those who provide for them, 
then it should be enacted—even 
though it means a number of po- | 
litical jobholders will be unceremon- 
iously cut off the payroll. 

On the issue of taxation, the 
problem has changed tremendously 
since the 1939 legislative session. 
State revenues from normal sources 
are mounting by leaps and bounds, 
due to defense spending, and it is 
exceedingly unlikely that there will 
be any demand for new taxes at the 
1941 session, as there was two years | 
ago. On the other hand, rising reve- 
nues tend to encourage extrava- 
gance—and budgets for state de-: 
partments should be held in check, 
so that increased income of the next 
year or two may be used to wipe 
out the state deficit, instead of cre- 
ating new posts for political job- 
seekers. Federal taxes, due to the 
vast defense program, are certain toj 
double and treble during the years 
just ahead, and routine govern- 
mental expenditures must be kept 
down to the minimum if taxpayers 
are to escape ruinous burdens. 

There is a vital need, too, for rea- 
sonableness on the labor issue. Re- 
cently, the State Supreme Court has 
upheld the secondary boycott, which 
if invoked, may play havoc with the 
farming industry and many other 
industries. California labor—and al- 
so American labor, as a whole — 
needs to remember that labor ex- 
cesses led the way to the fall of 
France and enslavement of the 
French people, workers and em- 
ployers alike. The American public 
is prepared to make every se 


to insure the adequate preparedness 
of this country in a period of emer- 
gency, but it will not long tolerate!
